AFTER THE DEHKiP; 
Readers who.'^e memory of Ihe theater or 
movlea spans 10 yenrs or so niny recall a play 
called "The Deluge." It wa.s the story of ii 
group of people, ft small-town Rroiip lull ot 
social, polllical and personal anlmosltfea, who 
took reluge from a Hood In a water-light 
basement. 

Though In temporary safety, all faced 
death from .suflocnllon In their unvcntllated 
refuge. And as breathing became more tllff!- 
cult and death drew nearer, their enmities 
Beemcd less and less Important. Two by two 
they resolved their differences, admitted the 
■ good points of their opponenLj' views and 
characters, and composed their soula to meet 
their Imminent fate. 

At last the oxygen In the room was nearly 
exhausted. Preferring quick drowning to suf- 
focation, one of the characters threw open 
the door In expectation ot a torrent of water. 
But tho flood had receded. And, with peril 
post, the bad feeling returned. All departed 
for homes as bitter as when they entered. 

The point of that play la uncomfortably ap' 
pllcable to the present state of this country 
and ot the world. The tragic truth la that It 
takes the dlro peril of war to bring out tho 
best In men. Only In the midst of death and 
DuHerlng, apparently, can they learn tho les- 
ton of tolerance. 

Bo In this war nations forgot ambition and 
Jealousy and Ideological difference.^, and 
pooled their strength to crush tho forces of 
tyranny. Here at homo workers and employ- 
ers found a way to settle disputes and work 
together In turning out tho arms that made 
ylctory possible. 

But now that tho flood of war has receded, 
the dlllerencea are with us again in greater 
Intensity. Selfishness and stubbornness have 
returned. The domestic front la threatened 
With economic war. In London, tho first post- 
War meeting of dlplomollc representatives of 
the great allies waa a deadlock of opposing 
views which ended In dlacouragoraent and 
general Irustratlon. 

The knowledge that classes and nations 
cannot get along together unless thoy face 
extinction may not be new. But It Is shocking 
to have to make that discovery again. Some- 
how, after the bltt«r battle to cleanse tho 
earth of the fascist scourge, everyone hoped 
that perhaps tho world might become a bet- 
ter and happier place. That seemed to be the 
reason for fighting. 

Yet, though wc made great scientific 
strides during the war years, wc did not keep 
pace in human relations. Though we attained 
a high level ot prosperity, wo find the con- 
tinuation of that prosperity endangered by 
disputes Involving a few thousands of our 
multl-milllon population. Though we spread 
the dictrino ot democracy far, our destinies 
are Btlll shaped In the secret meetings of a 
few world statesmen. 

As of today, there Is precious little evi- 
dence that this country or tho world has 
learned much from history's most terrible

Fire Prevention Week comes this year on 
the eve of what promises to he the country's 
biggest building boom. And It comes with a 
timely reminder that It costs no more to build 
a dwelling properly, according to recom- 
mendations of tlic National Fire Protection 
association, than It does to con.';tri:ct a poten- 
tial fire trap. 

In the last 10 years fire has killed IDOOOO 
Americans, 75,000 of them In homes. It has 
destroyed $3,000,000,000 worth of property. 
Our peacetime fire Iom has become the high- 
est In the world, higher even than the normal 
loss In the supposedly tindcrbox country of 
Japan. 

Tho causes of our fires are about equally 
divided between carelcs.sncss and negligence. 
And while human behavior Isn't so easily cor- 
rected, structural hazards can bo eliminated. 

Bo those who are planning to buy or build 
should make sure that their postwar "dream 
house" has such practical necessities as an 
adequate wiring system with sufficient out- 
lets; a roof of flre-rcHlHlant material; a prop- 
erly constructed chimney; ond^n efficient 
heating plant, properly Installed and ade- 
quately protected.
